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That’s an excellent question. There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood Is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood ts sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper is actually some other species. 5/% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

Like Phosphorus in Your Water? 
Yow’re in Luck!

Soon after being confirmed as the new 
chief of the Environmental Protection 
Agency, Scott Pruitt said this to a 
conference of conservative activists: 


“I think people across the country 
look at the EPA the way they look at 
the IRS.” 


Pruitt’s remark makes clear the sort 
of people he’s listening to and aims to 
serve. Corporate polluters look at the 
EPA the same way corporate tax cheats 
look at the IRS—as the enemy. 


Regulation can be burdensome even 
for good companies trying to do the 
right thing. 


But for those dumping waste into 
rivers or spewing toxins in the sky, 
the slightest shadow of oversight is 
threatening and therefore despised, 
for obvious reasons. 


The good people of Flint, Michigan, 
whose tap water turned undrinkable, 
likely hold a different view of the EPA 
than, say, coal lobbyists. If you live in 
Flint, you might wish the agency were 
stronger, not weaker. 


As Oklahoma’s attorney general, 
Pruitt, in league with gas and oil 
companies, made a sport of suing the 
EPA. So far he seems content with 
the White House notion to whack the 
agency’s budget by 24 percent and fire 
3,000 employees. 


Polluters have been whining about 
the EPA since it was signed into 
existence 47 years ago by that radical 
environmentalist Richard Nixon. The 
idea was that the American families 
have a right to breathe clean air and 
drink clean water. 


This concept lay at grave odds with the 
prevailing operating practices of copper 
mines, coal-burning power plants, 
plastics factories and industrial farms. 
Conflict was inevitable, and the EPA 
was regularly vilified for meddling in 
local matters. 


In Florida, the agency became a key 
player in the complex, politically fraught 
effort to clean up the Everglades. 
Progress has been halting and uneven, 
but without the EPA—and the eye of 
the Justice Department—here would 
have been almost no progress at all. 


The federal role in Everglades restoration 
was expanded by U.S. District Judge 
Alan Gold, now retired, who had 
become increasingly exasperated by 
the stall tactics of Florida officials and 
the weakening of pollution limits for 
farm runoff waters. 


Ina2011 order, Gold irritably concluded 
that the state and the South Florida 
Water Management District “have not 
been true stewards of protecting the 
Everglades in recent years.” 


He was dead right. 


Pruitt’s takeover of the EPA is happy 
news for Big Sugar and other industrial 


agricultural interests that have been 
trying for decades to shake free of 
federal scrutiny. 


They eagerly await the day when 
anemic state agencies—not the EPA— 
are the ones in charge of regulating 
levels of phosphorus, mercury and 
other chemicals in the farm runoff that 
flows into public waterways. 


The reason for that preference is 
simple. State politicians are much 
easier to manipulate than federal 
bureaucrats. All it takes is money. 


Showered with campaign donations 
from Big Agriculture, Gov. Rick Scott 
and GOP lawmakers have obediently 
labored to deliver control of water 
policy to major landowners and 
user-groups, with the exception of 
ordinary Floridians. 


Last year’s gift-wrapped water bill 
placed the state’s farming and ranching 
companies on a laughable honor 
system, allowing them to self-monitor 
their cleanup efforts with only 
occasional state inspections. 


Of course, if the honor system worked 
and industries cleaned up their own 
mess, there would have been no need 
for an EPA all those years ago. 


Recently, seeking to shed all federal 
oversight, Florida officials distributed 
maps intended to show that water 
quality throughout the Everglades 
has improved to the threshold of 
almost-clean. 


This sunny report came from the 
South Florida Water Management 
District, whose board is stacked with 
the governor’s surrogates. The good 
news puzzled the Miccosukee Tribe, 
which says phosphorus levels in some 
reservation waters are seven to 10 
times higher than legal limits. 


The nutrient-loaded runoff comes from 
canals transporting farm effluent south 
to tribal wetlands bisected by Alligator 
Alley. A spokesman admitted the 
district has quit monitoring pollution 
in those canals, saying it was part ofa 
research program that ended. 


How convenient. 


The state is now safe to shrug off those 
alarming phosphorus readings from 
the Miccosukees and promote its own 
selective, upbeat water data. 


There’s a receptive new audience at 
the Justice Department, and the EPA. 
Scott Pruitt will probably be delighted 
to abandon future custodianship of 
the Everglades to Gov. Scott and Big 
Agriculture. 


It’s true that water flowing off the vast 
farm fields below Lake Okeechobee 
is much less polluted than it was 20 
years ago, but that’s because federal 
judges kept kicking the plan forward. 


The feds haven’t been perfect partners 
in the restoration epic, but without 
that pressure the hacks in Tallahassee 
would have bailed a long, long time 
ago. 


Bang, Bang, You’re Dead, 
and So Are You and You and... 


Florida lawmakers convened this 
month in Tallahassee, an event 
traditionally kicked off by a barrage of 
wacko gun legislation. 


This year, some of it actually stands a 
chance of passing. 


The worst by far is a bill filed in 
both the House and Senate that 
would eliminate all “gun-free” zones 
in the state. If passed, persons with 
concealed-weapons permits would be 
able to carry firearms to pro sports 
events, bars, police stations, K-12 
public schools, public colleges and 
universities, courthouses, polling 


places, government meetings, seaports 
and airport passenger terminals. 


To single out just one of the many 
pathways to random bloodshed, 
Republican lawmakers seem 
determined to make handguns 
accessible wherever mass quantities 
of alcohol are being consumed. 


What would normally be a sloppy 
fistfight in the stands at a Dolphins 
game could literally be a .45-caliber 
shootout next season. And if you 
think campus keg parties aren’t lively 
enough, throw a couple of loaded 
Glocks into the mix. 


Polls show widespread opposition 
to abolishing gun-free zones, a view 
shared by college officials, business 
leaders and many in law enforcement. 
But the politicians pushing for more 
firearms in public are serving a higher 
master: the NRA. 


Its unabashed darling in the Senate is 
mild-mannered Dennis Baxley, who is, 
fittingly, an undertaker by trade. His 
Ocala funeral parlor could see an uptick 
in business if guns are allowed in bars. 


On the House side, Speaker Richard 
Corcoran insists criminals and mass 
shooters are attracted to gun-free zones

because they know civilians there won’t 
be armed. Lawmakers say the Pulse 
nightclub massacre in Orlando and 
the shooting at the Fort Lauderdale 
airport might have been prevented if 
the victims had been carrying weapons. 


This Charles Bronson fantasy is avidly 
promoted by the NRA. It relies on 
the false premise that anyone with 
a concealed-weapons permit is both 
calm enough and skilled enough to fire 
a handgun in crowded mayhem and 
actually hit the right person.

Ever since I was a kid, I’ve heard it said 
by countless adults that by lacking a 
certain faith or belief in a higher power, 
a person can live his or her whole 
life with something fundamentally 
missing. In my particular environment, 
it was brought to my attention in 
the form of evangelical sermons and 
personal testimonies of people my 
parents and other adults felt were 
intelligent and good role models. 


In middle school and high school, I 
grappled with moderate to sometimes 
severe depression. Everything I enjoyed 
or looked forward to seemed fun until 
the moment of actually being there. 
Video games, music, fishing, hanging 
out with friends, etc.—it got to the point 
where I couldn’t get past not being able 
to see the meaning of it all. I didn’t know 
what it meant to live in the moment. 


I began diagnosing these feelings with 
the sentiments I’d been told my whole 
life about happiness and feeling broken. 
Naturally, I must have fallen away from 
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God. No other explanation could be 
made. I knew about depression, but 
that’s just a result of a spiritual battle, 
or so I thought. Life without God is 
meaningless. 


Attending a weekly youth group— 
and getting plugged into a church— 
introduced me to other peers with the 
same internal struggles. Some claimed 
to have overcome these feelings by 
“giving it all up to God” or by having 
found purpose through their faith. I 
was fascinated by the enthusiasm of 
their testimony and commitment to 
being a better person. 


At the same time, I was deeply troubled 
by the fact that I couldn’t achieve the 
same results. In fact, after I gave up 
all my secular music and video games, 
I became more depressed, which led 
me down a dark path of fearing maybe 
God was punishing me. For most of my 
adolescent years, I prayed and studied 
the bible for answers. 


In my senior year, I decided that 
religion wasn’t going to work for me.

What Was Missing 


It was a terrifying moment in my life 
because it wasn’t like I had lost my 
faith. That happened years later. I just 
resigned myself to the fact that I wasn’t 
meant to reach this level others so 
easily had. I had nightmares for years 
of going to hell. Looking back as I write 
this, it’s really bizarre to revisit. 


Several years later, in my early 20s, 
I made one last attempt. Before 
returning to the church, I did discover 
a glaring pattern. After time, I learned 
many of the devout followers I knew 
growing up were nowhere near as 
moral or happy as they claimed to be. 
Some were actually terrible people 
and did awful things while they were 
most active in the church, which 
leads me to think now that their overt 
spirituality was simply a manifestation 
of sociopathic behavior. I put that all 
aside, though, and rationalized that I 
shouldn’t be swayed by the hypocrisy 
of others. 


I lasted six months until I could 
no longer rationalize theology and 
maintain an honest world view. I’m 
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not writing this to say there is no God, 
or that there’s no purpose for religion. 
That’s not a conversation I’m trying 
to have. What I’d like to share is that 
eventually I discovered the value of 
my own life and how fortunate I truly 
am without reaching any supernatural 
conclusions. My biggest problem was 
simply that I wasn’t grateful enough. 
This world owes me nothing, and 
somehow I have everything I want 
and need. 


At the age of 32, I can honestly say 
I’ve never felt as content as I do now. 
Happiness may change at any time with 
circumstances, but understanding 
things for what they are—or at least 
trying to—and knowing how to keep 
emotions on a leash has allowed me to 
approach life’s challenges much more 
objectively. 


By becoming more mindful of myself, 
my thoughts, and how I affect my 
surroundings, I can cultivate personal 
meaning in every action I take and 
apply it to an otherwise nebulous yet 
extraordinarily rewarding existence.

“I believe in our music and want 
everyone to hear it,” says drummer 
Zack Lewis of the Paul Johnson and 
the About Last Nights Band. 


Lewis, a Crestview native and 1996 
graduate of Crestview High School, is 
ready for the world to experience what 
he has put his heart and soul into. 
The band has finalized a contract with 
the Michael Entertainment Group, 
a management company, and has a 
booking agent, the M7 Agency. They 
also are working with a public relations 
company, High Road Publicity. 


Lewis started in band at Richbourg 
Middle School and continued at 
Crestview High where David Cadle, 
the city’s current mayor, was the 
band director. “David Cadle had a 
huge influence on me,” says Lewis. “I 
would not be where I am today without 
him.” Lewis was awarded the Louis 
Armstrong Jazz Award, a nationally 
recognized honor, while in the band at 
Crestview. He was the first drummer 
from the school to receive the award. 


After high school, Lewis received a 
full ride to the University of Southern 
Mississippi to play percussion in 
the marching band. He majored in 
percussion performance and minored 
in music business. He ended up 
leaving Southern Mississippi before 
graduation due to a gig with an 
up-and-coming band out of Jackson. 
He played with that band for about six 
months before moving onto Atlanta. 


Lewis played drums with various 
groups in Atlanta for a few years and 
then moved back to Crestview. “By 
that point, technology had caught up, 
and I was able to do my music work 
here,” he says. 


In 2003, Lewis met Mississippi native 
Paul Johnson, and the two began 
writing music together. In 2009, they 
formed the Paul Johnson and the 
About Last Nights band. They went 
into a studio in Valparaiso and did 
pre-production on their first record, 
Game Show Rock Star. 


“Paul and I wanted an album of singles 
where each song could stand on its 
own merits,” says Lewis. “We then 
toured for 19 months with that record 
and did well for an unsigned band.” 
After that, Lewis stepped away from 
the band for a while to focus on being

a single father to his nine-year-old 
daughter. 


In 2015, Lewis and Johnson released 
Property of Jones County, a more 
roots-based Americana album. In 
November of that year, the two 
musicians got together with a friend 
from Atlanta, Tuk Smith, to work on 
the About Last Nights’ new record at 
RCRD Studios in Atlanta. Dan Dixon 
did the recording and engineering, and 
also played on the album. 


In January 2016, Lewis and Johnson 
went back to Atlanta and recorded Give 
Up the Ghost, featuring the single “Burn 
it Down.” Lewis and Johnson were 
nominated for Album of the Year and 
Record of the Year in the Best of the Pine 
Belt Awards presented by Signature 
Magazine, a monthly publication in the 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi area. This year 
they were nominated for Best Live Act. 
“Our live show is great,” says Lewis. 


Last year, they brought in guitarist 
Daniel Williamson and bass player 
Jordan May to round out the band. “We 
could not be happier with our lineup,” 
says Lewis. 


The band’s influences include 
Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers, 
Cheap Trick, Elvis Costello and the 
Attractions, and the Replacements. 
“Paul and I are always writing music, 
and we have a lot to say in our music,” 
says Lewis. “We want our music to give 
people an escape from their everyday 
troubles.” 


Paul Johnson and the About Last 
Nights’ new single was released earlier 


this month. Give Up the Ghost will be 
released April 1. There are plans fora 
summer tour, and the band anticipates 
touring the rest of the year. 


“When we started, Paul and I just 
self-released,” says Lewis. “Now things 
are evolving very naturally, and the 
pieces are all falling into place. We 
have a dream team behind the band 
who believe in Paul and I as individuals 
and our music. I couldn’t be happier!”

Charlie Mars on Songwriting, 
Spring Breaks Past and Present 


Interviewed by Charles Morgan III 


What is it about Mississippi? Not at the 
top of the charts as far as education and 
progressive issues, but a disproportionate 
number of writers, musicians and athletes 
have come from the Magnolia State. 

I think when you try to hold people down, 
there’s a reaction to it that comes out in sports, 
music and the arts. I think it has something 
to do with that, and a strong tradition of 
storytelling. Lots of rebellious people here 
willing to go the nontraditional route—when 
you've got nothing, you've got nothing to lose. 


You started young. You’ve had a great 
career performing, recording and writing 
your music. When did you sense that you 
could make a life in music? 

I always enjoyed writing songs, and when I was 
in college I made a record called Broken Arrow 
on a shoestring budget. It moved the needle 
enough to where I could make a living, and I 
never looked back. That was 20 years ago. 


You’ve cut an outsized swath throughout 
your career. You hang out with cool people, 
you operate on a big stage... you’ve got a 
life bigger than music. How’d you do that? 
Well, I think making music for a living over 
a long period of time has just by its nature 
put me in a place where interesting things 
happen. Birds of a feather. My life isn’t that 
big. I’ve lived in Mississippi most of my life. 
I drink coffee with my best friend from high 
school. I play small ass coffee shops, and I 
play stadiums. It’s all the same to me. 


You’ve got a look—I’m scared to describe it. 
What is it? 

I’m always traveling around, and clothes are 
kind of like my home. I think my look changes. 
I’ve always liked clothes. I’m friends with 
several clothing designers. I like comfortable 
stuff. My look? I dunno...how about casual 
gangster? 


How would you describe your sound? Alt- 
country? Folk rock? It’s pretty, there is 
melody...but what is it? Something entirely 
different? 

I think my music has evolved into a hybrid 
form of folk and country that incorporates 
grooves not usually associated those genres— 
maybe if Bill Withers was a white boy from 
Mississippi or something. I always like jam 
bands, and I wanna see the hips movin’ more 
than the fists pumping. I need melody. I like 
classic songwriting structures. 


What is your daily life like? 
I like to spend time outdoors. I walk in the 
woods. I drink lots of coffee. I live in Oxford,

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and you can walk all over the place. 
I play guitar and try to stay out of 
trouble. 


You spend most of your time in 
Oxford? The beach? How’d you 
figure that out? 

I grew up going to the beach in Destin 
with my family all through my early 
life. ve always loved the Emerald 
Coast. I started spending much more 
time in that area the last few years...it 
really calms my mind. I love the sun. I 
love being in the ocean. I love seafood. 
Lots of nice people living a life removed 
from the rest of the hustle and bustle. 


When we first met, you were not 
much more than a teenager. You 
played at Harbor Docks in the early 
‘80s, and there were always a lot of 
girls. How’d you do that? 

Those were some wild times...some 
of my wildest. I played lots of college 
towns, and when Spring Break and 
such hit it was a natural fit to head 
to the beach for some shows. That 
was the late 0s. I took lots of pills. I 
drank lots of tequila. You were there. 
It was nuts.

When you write, do you do the 
music first, then the lyrics? How’s 
that work? 

I write both at the same time usually. 
It just happens. 


You like the 30A_ Songwriters 
Festival? A lot of these musicians 
get a few days at the beach. It’s 
your stomping ground.

BoJamz Benefit for Planting Peace March 26

When he found out his friends’ plans 
for an unassuming, one-story home 
standing on a modest, tree-lined street 
in the southeastern plains of Kansas, 
Jared Cramblet thought “that was 
the best idea I’d ever heard—buying a 
house across the street from Westboro 
Baptist Church and painting it the 
color of the Pride flag.” 


Thus began Cramblet’s relationship 


with Planting Peace, an international 
nonprofit founded in 2003 by Destin

Jackson. During the last 14 years, the 
organization has worked to make the 
world a better place by taking on various 
humanitarian and environmental 
initiatives around the world, advocating 
on behalf of everything from parasite- 
ridden youth in Haiti to Peruvian 
rainforests. 


Cramblet founded his company, 
Namesake Entertainment, three years 
ago and spends his days booking and 
managing local bands on a regional level. 
To help support Planting Peace’s work,

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he’s booked a seven-band lineup for the 
fourth annual BoJamz fundraiser, slated 
for 11 a.m.-10 p.m. Sunday, March 26, 
at Boshamps Seafood & Oyster House, 
located at 414 Harbor Blvd. in Destin. 


The event will feature drinks, food, 
a silent auction and live music from 
Shenanigans (11 a.m.), New Earth 
Army (12:30 p.m.), the Good Lookings 
(2 p.m.), Post Pluto (3:30 p.m.), 
Continuum (5 p.m.), Heritage (6:30 
p.m.) and Zach Deputy (8 p.m.). 


Headliner Deputy is a Savannah-based 
multi-instrumentalist whose style 
combines everything from soul to reggae 
and hip-hop. His most recent release, 
2016’s Wash It in the Water, was reviewed 
in the March 9-22 Beachcomber. 


There is a suggested $10 donation at 
the door, and Cramblet says about a 
quarter of the funds raised each year 
come from the silent auction, organized 
this year by his wife, Kelby Schweickert. 
Local businesses have donated the 
items that will be auctioned, including 
a paddleboard from BOTE, a spear 
gun from Benthic Ocean Sports, beer 
basket from Chan’s Wine World, and 
gift certificates to local eateries such as 
Harbor Docks and McGuire’s. 


As a champion of the environment, 
Planting Peace has purchased and 
protected more than 600 acres of 
rainforest in Peru, and donated more 
than one million tree seeds to help 
mitigate the effects of deforestation, 
largely in impoverished Haiti. 


On the humanitarian front, the 501(c) 
(3) runs orphanages in Haiti and 
India, and advocates for the LGBTQ 
community, including operating 
Equality House. It stands defiantly 
in front of the headquarters of the 
Topeka, Kansas headquarters of 
Westboro Baptist Church, widely 
known for its hate speech against the 
LGBTQ community and protesting at 
military funerals. 


But Cramblet says the project he’s now 
most interested in supporting is the 
de-worming campaign in Haiti, which 
was ravished by last year’s Hurricane 
Matthew. One hundred percent of the 
proceeds from BoJamz will go toward 
that effort, he emphasizes. 


“It costs a penny-and-a-half to rid a 
child of intestinal parasites (which) 
can consume up to 25 percent of 
any nourishment that the child is 
receiving” in a place where proper 
nutrition is already a problem, he 
says. 


Attendance at BoJamz has “grown 
tremendously” each year since its 
inception, Cramblet says, last year 
drawing more than 1,300 participants 
and raising $15,000, for a combined 
total of $35,000 since 2014.

Alabama saw abnormally high temperatures throughout 
fall and early winter. When whitetails are wearing their 
winter coats and temperatures are 10-plus degrees 
higher than average, they simply won’t move as much. 
For the hunter, this can definitely interfere with the hunt. 


With that being said, it is imperative that you plan to 
hunt hard early season when the bucks are still able 
to be patterned. That’s how Hunter and I overcame the 
Alabama heat this fall. 


Starting in August, we spent a lot of time in the woods 
learning about the deer in the area. Among other things, 
this includes locating bedding areas, finding where they 
feed and setting up trail cameras. We located the areas 
where there was an abundant amount of acorns, pinch 
points and areas near a water source. Needless to say, 
we put our due time in the woods months prior to the 
season opener and, thankfully, all the hours paid off for 
us. 


The much-anticipated opening day of bow season came 
on October 15. That week would go down in our own 
history books. That week, Hunter arrowed two bucks 
that he had been chasing and I, one. 


oe 
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Fast forward to January. We no longer had our 
bucks patterned, it was still abnormally hot and 
it didn’t look like we would have much luck until 
the rut came around. January 12, we were proved 
wrong. The lease that we were part of had a few food 
plots throughout the property, so we decided to sit 
one afternoon on one that looked pretty worn down. 


Because of the hot weather and lack of rain, the 
plot itself wasn’t doing too well. But we could tell 
by the tracks and eaten down areas that they were 
making their way through it pretty consistently. 
He came out around 4:30 that afternoon and stood 
broadside long enough to give me a great shot. 
After a huge hug and a high five, we waited about 
30 minutes until heading out to look for him. We 
found the big eight within 60 yards from the field. 


Preparing for deer season in the hot summer 
months of August and September are crucial for a 
successful season. You certainly cannot control the 
weather, but you can put in the hours scouting, 
cutting limbs, clearing lanes and patterning deer to 
ensure your success as much as possible.

Your Neighborhood Jamaican Kitchen 


While there are Jamaican-inspired 
and influenced items on many area 
restaurant menus—it’s kind of rare to 
find a place that doesn’t offer something 
with “jerk seasoning,” even if it’s only 
a bag of chips—Bamboo’s Jamaican 
Restaurant seems to stand alone in 
offering a full list of representative 
dishes from the island. 


Jamaican cuisine is rooted in African, 
Indian, Spanish, Chinese and British 
influences, and is characterized by its 
ingenuity in getting maximum nutrition 
and flavor out of sometimes humble 
ingredients. 


Bamboo’s is situated at a very busy 
intersection in old Fort Walton Beach, 
near the ballet school, some arty stores 
and that nostalgic strip of t-shirt shops, 
tattoo parlors and bars that defines the 
heart of the Miracle Strip. 


My daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) 
and I ate lunch at Bamboo recently. 
They open at 11 a.m. every day except 
Monday (they’re closed then), and serve 
until 9 or 10 every night but Wednesday 
(7 p.m.). The menu, which varies daily, 
is handwritten on a board over the 
counter, where orders are placed and 
paid for. 


The day we ate there, one person 
(Denisha) was handling front of house, 
including serving the food, with one or 
more cooks in the back. The menu is 
available all day, and there are lunch 
specials. I saw no children’s menu, but 
most of the items are adaptable to kids. 


The counter offers bar-stool seating, 
and there are tables around the small 
dining area. Colors are bright and 
cheerful, and the walls are decorated 
with photos of Jamaica and Jamaican 
foods, beverage signs, and (naturally) 
Bob Marley. 


Denisha took us through the menu 
items, describing them and answering 
questions. I wasn’t sure how TD would 
handle Jamaican food, which is richly 
(and sometimes hotly) seasoned, and 
makes use of flavorful but underused 
meats like oxtail and goat, in addition 
to chicken, pork and salt fish. 


She chose brown stew chicken, with 
rice and steamed cabbage. I ordered 
the sampler plate—oxtail and beans, 
curry chicken, curry goat, jerk ribs, 
and jerk chicken, with rice and beans 
and cabbage. To drink, I had ginger 
beer and TD had a pink grapefruit 
soda called Ting. A number of brightly 
colored fruit sodas were on display, 
along with standard soft drinks, malt 
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beverages, beer (Red Stripe, too) and 
some wine. 


The food arrived, with my rice and 
cabbage on a separate plate. It had 
to be, since the sampler portion was 
big enough to be shared. Denisha 
refreshed my memory on what each 
item was, then left us to our feast. 


TD had an adult-sized portion (I did 
not see a kids menu), so I figured we’d 
have plenty left over for dinner. Her 
tender chicken was stewed on the bone, 
cut into bite sized pieces, in a thick 
sauce that was full of sweet and savory 
spice—almost Christmassy in scent 
and taste. She had to adapt to eating 
off the bone, but was getting the knack. 


I ate around the clock, starting with the 
oxtail. Oxtail is rich, luxurious meat, 
and it was cooked so tender it could 
just be peeled and flicked off the bones. 
The dark sauce and broad, flat beans 
made it a real stick-to-the-ribs dish. 
The chicken curry was almost light 
by contrast, with a smooth but nicely 
balanced spice. 


The goat, like the oxtail, was dense, but 
pleasantly chewy and worth lingering 
over. I wish more restaurants served 
goat. It tastes somewhere between 
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pork and beef, and I think a lot of 
people would love it. It’s a big part 
of Caribbean, Mexican and Indian 
cuisine. 


The ribs and chicken had a similar jerk 
seasoning, thick and slightly sweet, 
with some smoke and bite. Among 
the traditional jerk seasoning spices 
are allspice, Scotch bonnet peppers, 
cloves, cinnamon, nutmeg, ginger, and 
brown sugar. I definitely tasted some of 
the sweet spices here. I took more jerk 
chicken home for my wife. 


Other items on the menu that day 
were ackee and salt fish (ackee is a 
staple fruit of Jamaica; cooked, it looks 
like cheese curds or scrambled eggs), 
jerk wings and Johnny cake, beef or 
vegetable patties, jerk or curry wrap, 
jerk chicken salad, a fish sandwich, 
and daily soup. Among the other sides 
are plantains, baked potato and roti 
(flatbread). 


For dessert, we split a square of toto— 
slightly sweet Jamaican spice cake 
laced with shredded coconut. 


The menu changes at Bamboo’s, but 
whatever they have, it’s worth taking 
a trip and maybe acquiring some new 
tastes.

The Gulf Comes to Okaloosa Island

We don’t mean the Gulf of Mexico 
which, obviously, has been around fora 
long time. We’re talking about The Gulf, 
the much-loved Orange Beach eatery 
and bar that recently opened a sister 
location bayside on Okaloosa Island. 
And we can think of at least five good 
reasons why you should check it out. 


1. Location, location, location. Aside 
from the Boardwalk, Okaloosa Island 
doesn’t get many brand-spanking-new 
places of this magnitude. And the Gulf 
is sitting on some prime real estate, 
smack dab on the water, not far from 
Marler Park. The folks here have 
optimized the gorgeous, in-your-face 
waterfront view with plenty of glass 
and open spaces. Besides indoor 
and covered seating, there are plenty 
of outdoor picnic tables and other 
gathering spots paved with lush, green 
grass and palm trees lazily waving in 
the wind. 


It’s beautiful in an islandesque way 
as well as incredibly functional. And 
big. There’s enough space here to host 
a special event. Or just you, while 
basking in the happy knowledge that 
shoveling snow isn’t on your Spring 
Break agenda. Can we get an amen? 


2. The architecture. Slick, clean, 
modern lines, variegated walls and lots 
of glass, breezeways and interesting 
chandeliers. It hints of sophistication 
while remaining decidedly beachy 
and low-key. The kicker is, the Gulfs 
multi-level building was actually 
constructed using modified shipping 
containers. If you’re a dedicated design 
buff like or just an ordinary HGTV 
addict like us, you already know this is 
one of the hottest building trends right 
now. Come see and be inspired. Or at 
least amazed. 


3. It’s super clean. Don’t get us wrong. 
We love a good dive bar and would 
never let a little grit keep us away. 
But when it comes to our food-loving 
heart, a spic-and-span kitchen area 
is a powerful aphrodisiac, especially 
when raw oysters and other fresh 
seafood are on the menu. Here you can 
see for yourself how clean it is, as the 
food prep area is in plain sight. Which 
brings us to... 


4. They have good eats. Along with 
the aforementioned seafood, the 
Gulf is known for its burgers and an 
array of fast-casual house specialties. 
The chalkboard menu rotates daily 
but always features freshly prepped 
items like squeezed-from-real-lemons 


lemonade and hand 
cut fries. 


> 


5. They have a full 
bar that includes 
beer. It’s a good 
selection, too, even 
though they’re 
tap-free (don’t hate— 
good beer comes in 
cans, too. Really!). 
Wisely, the list 
includes Cigar City’s 
Jai Alai, one of the 
few citrus ales that 
doesn’t taste even 
remotely fake and is 
seriously, addictively 
delicious. It’s also 
a perfect match for 
seafood. 


But before you 
have a guzzle fest, 
remember you have 
more options. This 
includes Dale’s Pale 
Ale, an APA from 
one of our favorite 
brewers, Oskar 
Blues. Just shy of 
bread-in-a-glass status, Dale’s is 
full-flavored—plenty hoppy, not too 
malty and well-balanced. We consider 
it the liquid soulmate of a big thick 
burger, which can usually be found 
headlining the Gulf’s chalkboard 
menu. 


You'll find some local faves here, 
too, like Fat Tire and Beach Permit 
(Grayton Beer’s canned version 
of 30A Beach Blonde) along with 
familiar classics such as Corona, 
Blue Moon, Dos Equis, Stella Artois 
and good ol’ Coors Light. Besides a 
variety of mojitos, there’s an ample 
assortment of wine and specialty 
drinks with Gulf-appropriate names 
like Dark and Stormy and Surf’s Up. 


Pricing starts at five bucks for craft 
beers and around eight or nine for 
mixed drinks and wine by the glass. 
Food pricing varies, but sandwiches 
generally start around seven, raw 
oysters 10, and a side of their 
almost-famous fries for four. 


But the view? It’s worth more than a 
million bucks. Literally. Real estate, 
especially waterfront, dang sure isn’t 
cheap in the current market. When you 
look at it that way, the prices—though 
not the cheapest in town—may seem 
downright reasonable. 


And so worth it, compared to staring 
down snow and a waiting shovel.

Anyway, this fella wasn’t just insulting 
me. He was referring to my heritage. 
The peanut fields, the sod cabins, 
summer revivals, and clapboard 
houses of my ancestry.

It 
resurfaces now, as a retired Tampa 
police captain is on trial for fatally 
shooting a man during a confrontation 
in a movie theater.

Even if the state’s gun-free zones are 
abolished, companies and private 
business owners can’t legally be 
required to allow customers with 
weapons on their property. Never 
fear—one GOP senator has a devious 
compliance tactic. 


Greg Steube of Bradenton, a 
favorite pet of the NRA, has filed a bill 
aimed to punish the many retailers, 
restaurants, nightclubs, theme 
parks, movie theaters and other 
businesses that prohibit firearms.

affected would be Disney, Costco and 
Whole Foods. 


Steube’s measure would allow anyone 
holding a concealed-weapons permit 
to sue a gun-banning establishment 
if he or she gets shot, or otherwise 
assaulted, on the premises. The legal 
claim would be that they could have 
protected themselves had they been 
armed. 


It’s a tort lawyer’s dream. If your 
drunken stepbrother sneaks a stolen 
pistol into a bar and shoots you in 
the behind, you get to sue the bar 
because you were deprived of the 
chance to shoot him first.
